WATER RUSHES INTO COAL PIT} 





One Hundred and Fifty Are Res- 
cued and Three Bodies Are 


. Recovered. 

LONDON, Nov. 1—Three hundred 
miners were imprisoned this afternoon 
by water rushing into the: Taren! coal 
pit at Ystal-Y-Fera, Giamorganshire. 

Three bodies have been recovered. 
One hundred and fifty miners were res- 
cued, 

The others are still held ——— and 
the water is rising.

Dr, Harrison Says Talented 
Women Would Trade Ac- 
complishments for Looks. 


HANG WHITE 


Severe for Such Offenders, 
He Says in Lecture.

Do men prefer the beautiful wom- 
an to the talented woman,’ the domestic 
queen to the intellectual mate? 

And do women prefer physical graces 
to mental gifts, beauty to brains? 

Rabbi Leon Harrison answered these 
questions positively in the affirmative 
in his Sunday lecture at Temple Israel. 
Woman is peculiarly the homemakers, 
he holds. This is her ‘primary right, 
her manifest purpose, the indispensable 
condition for the-normal woman achiev- 
ing peace of mind and a sense of cogeny 
fulfilled.’’ 

More homes would be happy, Dr. thar 
rison believes, if conditions of courtship 
were different. How are two_ young 
persons to get truly acquainted prancing 
about a ballroom or exchanging con- 
ventional inanities in a gilded drawing 
room, he asks. And he concludes that it 
is no wonder marriage is so often a 
hazardous experiment. 

The subject of the lecture was Sex 
Equality,’”’ and Dr. Harrison took orca-; 
sion to declare in the course of it that 
white slave traders deserve to be hatiged 
—that even those most ‘deeply preju- 
diced against capita: punishment could 
not deem it too severe for such crim- 
inals. ‘ 

Woman Always Pays. 

In part, he said: 

The law and public ‘opinion, which 
is society’s law and _ instrument, 
must protect woman. She must 
be. protected, in the first place, 
from the offender who skulks behind 
the bulwark of the law itself. The 
wife, I mean, is to be defended in 
the home from the. husband to whom 
she is a mere convenience, a passing 
plaything to make sport for him, and 
when stale, to be broken and cast 
aside. It may seem to be an equal 
thing, this matter of divorce, but I 
‘think it will be found that it is gen- : 

‘ erally the man who takes the initia-— 
tive, or who forces the woman to 
teke the initiatives But without ex- 
eption in such instances, jt is al- 

ays the womaf who suffers. It is 
always the woman ‘who pays. 

The public opinion of society 
should protect a woman from. be- 
ing wronged, even under cover of the 
law. It should fastend upon the 
heartiess offender a stigma and a 
shame that would make it impossible 
for him to appear again among de- 
cent men and women. 

And it is needless to say that the 
law should protect the lowliest of 
women from hideous and brutal 
wrong, from being brazenly bought 
and* sold like cattle in the white 
slavery that is infinitely worse than 
any possible literal slavery of black 
men and women. The surest mercy 
to the victim would be severity of 
the law to the villain. 

Stamp out the offense by hang- 
ing the effender on the gallows! 
There are crimes unspeakably more 
infamous then murder. Let them 
-be exterminated with the biack 
cap and the rope. The most fan- 
atic opponent of capital punish- 
ment would surely concede and 
commend its enforcement upon 

* those who trade in women’s bodies 
and souls and infamously  en- 
siave and destroy them for gain. 

Courting “Senseless.” 

We court each other in the most 
‘senseless way. A man and a woman 
should know each other before - 
riage, yet how can they possibly get 
to know each other? By prancing 
around a ballroom, by indulging in 
inane platitudes -r a gilded parlor, 
hedged round by conventions, quite 
unable to envisage each other’s mind 
or character or true self? There 
are exceptions, but many a marriage 
is just a union of two bundles of 
conventionalities. JD'‘either the man 
nor the woman know each other at 
all beneath the surface. Their mar- 
riage is a leap in the dark. It is a 
guess. Sometimes a splendid, sorme- 
times a sordid conj cture 

I peeve “in the Open Deor for 
womanhood as for manhoo , but not 
at the expense of greater things.

He construed her dying 
request as embracing, in a manner, the 
entire cat family, and every tramp cat 
that came into his neighborhood 
added to his collection, 

The membership of the cat cdlony va- 
ried from time to time, due either to 
feline fickleness or the hostility of the 
boys of the neighborhood. Recently the 
number has been about a dozen. 

Capt. Massey had a hole cut in the 
back door, so that his cats and all other 
cats could come and go at will. He took 
better care of them than he took of him- 
self. Up to three weeks ago he was able 
to get around. When he became help- 
less from rheumatism and an old injury 
to his legs, the neighbors took him food, 
but he gave the best of it to the cats. 

A niece from Florida came to see him 
Thursday and called Dr. Henry Greene- 
felder, who had .him .removed to St. 
Mary’s Infirmary. He died there Sun- 
day. Capt Massey was for years mas- 
ter of the steamboat McLeod, on the 

‘ower river, and was well known to river

Secretary of War Dickinson Res- 
cues Guafd in His Own Ten- 


nessee Manner. 
Special to. the Post-Dispatch, 
JACKSON, Miss., Nov. 1—Nearly all 
of the presidential party had been ar- 
‘rested by the time New Orleans was 
preached,: and no one could account for 
the escape of the secret service men, 
Joseph E. Murphy was one of the 
secret service agents who accompanied { 
Mr. Taft to the French opera Satur- 
day hight, and in attempting to keep 
where he belonged, at the left elbow 
of the President, he aroused the sus- 
picions of a ‘po officer on guard in 
the lobby. The Prhies eer yanked Murphy 
back. Murphy, who hed put in seven 
years guarding President Roosevelt, 
and had learned the strenuous life, 
tried to bréak away, whereupon four 
more police officers lighted on him.

But he had reckoned without the Sec- 
retary of War.
